Mr. Presley S. Maxwell lives in 
Marion, Ky. If an historian should 
attempt to chronicle the events of 
the early settlers in western Ken- 
tucky the family of Maxwell with its 
connections would ertainly occupy a 
space iu his history. Doctor i*. 
Weir Mitchell a world Tenowned 
author wrote “The annals of a ■ | uiet 
neighborhood but western Ken- 
tucky's historian could not so label 
his record the events of 1U0 years 
ago were anything but >|uiet. 

About two years before the death 
of George Washington and some 
time in the year 1”!'7 a young hunter 
and frontiersman, of western Ken- 
tucky, shouldered a long rifle and 
strode forth after meat. Armonr's 
sweet sugar cured and well canvased 
ba con was undreamed of and the only 
meat eaten in western Kentucky 
homes at that day was wild meat. 
The name of this particular young 
hunter was Hubert Smith the great 
grand father ot our townsman Mr. 
P. S. Maxwell. 

On Stephen s hill which is about 
two or three miles this *ide of Prince- 
ton, Kentucky., he shot and killed 
an enormous elk. Hi* horns meas- 
ured six feet from tip to tip. The 
elk was killed tor his meat but be 
was such a tine specimen aud his 
antlers so large that Mr. ?mith pre- 
served them. He lived at the forks 
ot the road just above the large two 
story brick house uow occupied by 
Mr. Johnson Crider at the station 
kDown as Crider, Ky. These elk 
horns preserved by him were put on 
a post at the horse-mill and used as 
a hitch rack. They were removed 
from there and placed on the sign-

The Maxwell 
subject recalls the story of Mr. Pre»- 
lcy Maxwells grandmother, Mrs. 
l-abelia Adamson, mother of Warner 
Adaui'ou. who lived aud died me 
mile this side of Crider Station. 
Alexander aud l*abella Adam*oti 
were married in Anstrothcr. Scot- 
land in the year of l- In. For a 
bridal tour these young people aboat 
twenty-live aud twenty years of age 
respeetively, started for \Ve*t«rn 
Kentucky. For three long weary 
months they rode the Atlantic waves 
and landed iu New York. The 
journey from New York to Pittsburg 
was made overland and iu a road 
wagon. Their earthly possessions 
were carried w>th them. Arriving 
in Pittsburg they bought a canoe 
and once more look the water route. 
The journey down the Ohio wa* 
made mostly at night to escape death 
at the hands of wild savages. The 
canoe was hauleU ashore m the day 
'.imc, meals were prepared and what 
rest they found was during the day. 
They stopped at a very *mall trading 
post to make some purchases. This 
was Louisville. In passing the falls 
the men walked ou the shore to 
lighten tlie load and the young bride, 
Isabella, went down the fall* alone, 
A final landing was effected at Fords 
Ferry and the young man and his 
young bride walked to the place 
where they settled and carried their 
goods and chattels.
